A Vienna cablegram says the None 
Freie Presse publishes an interview 
from a Hamburg correspondent with a 
statesman who is understood to be 
Prince Bismarck, in whioh he as¬ 
serted that the Czar’s visit to France 
was neoessary for the maintenance of 
the relations hitherto exsiting between 
France and Russia and to keep the 
French in a good bnmor.

One of the largest sales of California 
wines and brandies reoorded for a long 
time was concluded recently by G. B. 
Barham, who disposed of the entire 
contents of E. J. Baldwin’s Santa 
Anita oellars, the accumulation of 
about twenty years. Abont 200,000 
gallons of sweet wines and brandy 
were sold to the Sonoma Wine and 
Brandy Company of New York for 
cash. The exact price is not publicly 
stated, bnt is believed to be abont 
$60,000. If any large/ proportion of 
the stock was brandy, the price indi¬ 
cates a sacrifice for the sake of secur¬ 
ing ready cash. 

The Washington Mills, one of the 
largest cotton and dress goods manu¬ 
facturing firms in Lawrence, Mass., 
have been badly damaged by fire. 
The fire was caused by spontaneous 
combustion among some wool. Tbe 
loss will be $65,000 and may possibly 
reach $75,000 fully insured. About 
45,000 operatives employed by the 
plant when running to it full capacity 
will be out of work for ten days. 

The Alcatras Asphalt Company has 
sold ont for $2,000,000. The purchas¬ 
ers are Percy Tartoutt, Edmund Davis 
and their associates in South African 
and California gold mining. The 
property to be transferred consists of 
three great asphalt deposits in Santa 
Barbara oounty.

Then he sent tlie 
cylinder containing ills words aud the 
noise ol’ the pump to the expert in New 
York. The expert understood perfect¬ 
ly and sent back directions for remedy¬ 
ing the fault. 

Dr. D. K. Pearsons, of Chicago, lias 
added one more to his long list of edu¬ 
cational benefactions by donating $40,- 
000 to Mount Holyoke Seminary In Mas¬ 
sachusetts, the pioneer Institution for 
the higher education of women. It will 
be recalled that the seminary recently 
suffered a severe blow in tlie loss of 
one of its prinelpnl buildings by fire. 
The managers of the seminary bad 
planned another building wbieli was to 
bare cost $30,000. They liad raised 
$16,000 of this sun, nnd, as Dr. Pear¬ 
sons had promised to donate tlie lust 
$10,000, there remained but $4,000 to 
raise. Appreciating their faith nnd 
courage aud the nature of the calam¬ 
ity which so suddenly eoutronted them 
he has now given them $40,000 more 
to be used In the building fund ns they 
may think best. With their present 
resources, reinforced by the doctor’s 
timely contribution, undoubtedly the 
building recently burned will be re¬ 
placed nnd Mount Holyoke Seminary 
and Its alumnae will feel an added 
sense of gratitude to the donor whose 
assistance has been so freely rendered 
in the past.

COLORS IN BATTLE 


■®» the Story Was ToM In Two Widely 
Different Ways. 

Heroism and modesty proverbially go 
band in hand, but there are few more 
striking examples of the combination 
than that afforded by the captain of a 
wrecking tng in New York harbor. His 
own aeconnt of the affair was thus set 
down in the tng’s log: “Jan. 80—Left 
Jersey City 7 a. m. Ice running heavy. 
Captain Joe stopped leak in ferryboat.” 
Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith, in his “Day at 
Lagnerro’s,” tells the story more fnlly. 

The Hoboken ferryboat was stopped, 
midway of its early passage, by the ice 
pack. At this juncture an ocean tug¬ 
boat crashed into her side, cutting a V 
shaped gash below the water line. A 
panic ensued among passengers aud 
erew. Just then the wrecking tng Reli¬ 
ance ran alongside, and Captain Joe 
Smith jumped on board. 

He dropped into the engine room, 
met the engineer half way up the lad¬ 
der, compelled him to return, dragged 
the mattresses from the crew’s bunks, 
stripped off blankets, racks of clothes, 
overalls, cotton waste and rags of car¬ 
pet, cramming them into the great rent 
left by the tug's cutwater uutil the 
space of each broken plank was replaced 
except one. Through and over this 
space the water still combed, deluging 
the floors and swashing down between 
the gratings into the hold below. 

“Another mattress, qnickl All gone? 
Jr blanket, then — carpet—anything! 
Quick, for God’s sake!” 

It was useless. Everything, even to 
the oil rags, had been used. Little by 
little the water gained, bursting out 
below, then on one side, only to be re- 
calkcd and only to rush in again.

Wnjr the Soldiers In the English Army 
Are Arrayed In Sesrlet. 

The scarlet uniform of the British in¬ 
fantry has been greatly criticised in re¬ 
cent years, chiefly on the ground that 
it exposes the men to needless danger by 
disclosing their whereabouts to the en¬ 
emy. The objection taken to the scarlet, 
however, is groundless, and scieutifu 
reasons are given why the prevailing 
color is for all purposes the most suit¬ 
able that could be selected. 

Iu the first place, scarlet affords the 
best attainable protection against the 
extremes of heat and cold to which sol¬ 
diers are liable to he exposed. The darker 
(he color protecting a warm body tho 
more rapidly radiation proceeds. White 
would be the best color to reduce radia¬ 
tion to a minimum, but white is burred 
by other considerations, us are also all 
tho grays. Scarlet or red comes midway 
between white and black or other dark 
colors, while with reference to protec¬ 
tion from the sun scarlet takes a far 
higher place than any of the blues, 
greens or drabs and other shades often 
used for military clothing. 

Yellow and orange are excluded be¬ 
cause these colors aro particularly con¬ 
spicuous at a long distance. Although 
scarlet or rod is more conspicuous than 
gray, when the sun shines directly on 
the troops it blurs on tho sight and is 
consequently moro difficult to hit. 

With existiug rifles the actual result 
of a fight is usually decided at a dis¬ 
tance just outside the effective range of 
the weapons. This distance lies between 
600 and 800 yards. Nearer than that it 
is impossible to close without replying 
to the enemy’s fire, and as soon as tho 
return Are whistles about tlio defend¬ 
ers’ heads the possibility of aimiug rap¬ 
idly and accurately decreases. 

Therefore, from this point of view, 
it is unimportant whether the object to 
be hit is conspicuous or not, but from a 
moral point of view it is n serious con¬ 
sideration. Within 700 yards each sub¬ 
sequent advance is conditioned by fire 
superiority already achieved, the de¬ 
fenders are shaken, the time for count¬ 
ing heads is past, and tho mental im¬ 
pression conveyed by the sight of the 
assaulting troops becomes tho main 
point. 

It is a distinct advantage that our 
men should bulk large in the decisive 
stages of an encounter, and there is no 
color which enables them to do this so 
effectively ns scarlet. On the whole, 
therefore, every scientific consideration 
justifies the retention of scarlet as the 
best uniform for our troops.- "" —

It has a population 
of about 100,000 and greatly resembles

.Arabs rule in architecture and general 
appearance. In this town of Zanzibar 
live some 10,000 Arabs, the masters of 
the people, 7,000 Hindus and East In¬ 
dians, fifty English, fifty Germans and 
a few Americans, Greeks. Armenians, 
Frenchmen, Italians and Roumanians. 
The remaining city population is made 
up of negroes, most of them slaves. 
Tbs bouses are low and tent-like In ap¬ 


pearance. The streets are narrow, 
crooked, IlLsmelling and filthy. Zanzi¬ 
bar Is anything but European. Here, 
in this capital, dwelt the Sultanas of 
the land, and it was here that the late 
Sultan was killed, as Is now believed, 
by the usurper. Said Khaiid, whose re¬ 
sistance to the English protectorate 
was at the bottom of the bombard¬ 
ment. The palace is shown in the ac¬ 
companying illustration. It is the large, 
square building to the right of the 
tower at the left of the picture. This 
palace was blown to atoms by the shot 
and shell of the British war ships, and 
almost all (he people who were guard¬ 
ing it, soldiers, slaves and attendants, 
were killed.

young plants or to raise them from 
seeds in parts of the country where they 
are not fountf growing spontaneously. 
Usually a piece of laud is selected either 
close to a plantation already formed or 
in a part of the woodland where pimen¬ 
to trees are growing iu a native state. 
The chosen piece of land is then cleared 
of all wood except these tiees, and the 
felled timber is allowed to remain on 
the ground for the purpose of protecting 
the very young pimento plants. 

At the end of two years the land is 
thoroughly cleared, and only the most 
vigorous pimento trees and plants are 
left standing. The plants oome to ma- 
turity in about seven years. 

In favorable seasons the pimento crop 
is enormous, a single tree often yielding 
a hundred or more pounds of the dried 
spice. The berries are picked while 
green, because if left on the tree until

FIGHT BATTLES UNDER WATER. 

Stanchest of War Vessels May Be Sunk 
by the Holland Boat. 

Think of a fleece naval battle going 
on fifty feet below the surface, while 
up above the waters dash and sparkle 
in the sunlight and the sails of peaceful 
merchant ships and the wings of sea¬ 
gulls skim the waves. It is more won- 
| derful lhan Tennyson’s vision of “The 
nation's airy navies grappling in the 
central blue,’’ yet people now alive may- 
see It. A submarine boat for the Unit¬ 
ed States navy is almost ready far 
launching at Baltimore, and if it is a 
success, as all the naval experts believe I 
it will be, other boats of a like charac¬ 
ter will be built. Other nations will fol¬ 
low suit and then in case of war sub¬ 
marine battle between submarine boats 
darting and circling around and over 
and under each other like lighting sea 
monsters becomes a thing as much a 
matter of course as the fighting of two 
hostile fleets on the surface of the 
waves when they approach each other. 

Primarily, of course, the submarine 
boat is to be used to tire torpedoes 
against the bottoms of hostile men of 
war, and not to meet vessels of its own 
kind. 

Naval officers are confronted by a 
new and untried part of tlieir profes¬ 
sion, which they must learn. In the 
Holland submarine boat the problem 
of building a boat which will dive be¬ 
low the water, fire a torpedo at a ship’s j 
bottom and rise safely to the surface j 
again seems to have been solved. Mr. 
Holland has made more than fifty “sub¬ 
mersions" in the course of his experi¬ 
ments and is confident that his boat 
will navigate under water all right and 
come to the surface again when re¬ 
quired. 

The trouble with submarine boats 
heretofore has been that while they 
went down all right they refused ty 
come up again.

Good heavy manilla paper, or some 
kinds of building paper, makes neat 
and serviceable covers. For a clump 
take two boards according to size of 
papers you wish to bind. Through 
these near each end put a three-eighth 
bolt. Provide a good long awl and 
some heavy twine or waxed end, with 
harness needles for sewing. You will 
want glue, or, If you have none, flour 
paste will do. 

Place the papers In the clamp and 
screw down tightly. Then make holes 
with the awl and sew with thread, not 
drawing too tight, or the book will not 
open well. Now round the back and 
glue on a piece of muslin with head 
bands at either end, If desired, and 
leave until perfectly dry.

IMMENSITY OF LUM BER TRADE, 

Flgarea that Will Startle the Ua* 
« initiated by Their Vaetneee. 

A country with 70,000,000 people, liv¬ 
ing in 12,000,000 houses, 11,000,000 ol 
of which are built of wood, must bav« 
enormous lumber resources. The per¬ 
son who assumes this will not be com¬ 
pelled to change his mind when he ex¬ 
amines the records of production. Thej 
show that the United States is now con¬ 
suming about 40.000,000.000 feet annu¬ 
ally, valued at $430,000,000. At this 
rate of consumption the estimated 
standing supply of 2 , 300 , 000 ,000,00( 
feet, board measure, would not Iasi 
many years, but there nre signs of s 
growing appreciation of the desirability 
of systematic forestry laws, and otliei 
facts which point to the conclusion that 
timber will be moderately plentiful it 
the United States for a long period tc 
come. 

Tbe growth of tlie lumber industry is 
an excellent index of tbe progress and 
growth of tlie country. In 1S70 we find 
that the number of men engaged ic 
lumbering was 149,997, and that tlieii 
wages account footed tip $32,007,322. 
while tbe product of tho year was val¬ 
ued at $168,127,462. Twenty years lat- 
. er 286,197 men were employed in lum¬ 
bering. and they earned $87.784,433 ; 
their output being $403,667,673. 

Not only do we consume tlie majoi 
1 part of this vast product of American 
forests, but in addition we import from 
Canada from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 
a year. It is true, however, that oui 
exports of late years exceed our im¬ 
ports, reaching $27,975,423 in 1892. 

It is expected that by tlie end of the 
century our lumber interests will have 
attained its climax, so far as quantity 
produced is concerned. The growing 
tendency to substitute more durable 
materials for wood in the construction 
of buildings will have a great effect 
and it is not improbable that the new 
forest growths will be more than stiff!- 
cient in many of the older sections ol 
the Union to supply the demand fot 
timber under the changed circum¬ 
stances. 

The greatly increased value of our ex¬ 
ports of timber during recent years is 
largely due to the growing appreciation 
abroad of the finer varieties of Ameri¬ 
can woods. Indeed, in our own coun¬ 
try we are beginning to recognize the 
beauty p.nd value of many woods hith¬ 
erto little esteemed because ol' their 
abundance. This appreciation is bound 
to grow, and it may result in giving a 
great and needed impetus to aforestiza- 
tion in the United States.—San Fran¬ 
cisco Call.

home for cancer patients. Speaking 
of her work Airs. Lathrop says: “Many 
people have cancer without recognizing 
it. My first plan will bo to visit all 
cases of sores that come to my knowl¬ 
edge. You will |>o surprised, perhaps,' 
to know that cases of sore legs are as 
common among working women ns tho 
most familiar disease among children. 
An important part of my work will be 
to seek these people out, for they are 
reticent, ill tlie mornings I shall visit 
among them and in tlie afternoons 
have those who are able come to me. 
The rieli hnve everything at their com¬ 
mand, but the poor cannot even afford 
the remedies, they are so costly. The 
hospitals cannot keep a patient more 
than six months, then what is to be¬ 
come of sufferers from this tedious and 
terrible disease? 

“When 1 have demonstrated my 
ability as a nurse,” she continues, “1 
may ask aid of my friends. My great 
ambition is the establishment of a per¬ 
manent home, where patients can bo 
kept indefinitely. Such a home would 
require funds, blit 1 am confident that 
once I prove myself able they will be 
forthcoming. For the present I shall 
depend upon myself and my own smull 
means.”
